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New City Budget is $6.6 Million, 
Increasing Tax Rate by Six Cents

At a special session June 9, the Greenbelt city council 
approved a budget for fiscal year 1986-87 for expenditures 
of $6.6 million, as compared with last year’s $5.4 million. 

Council set the tax rate at $1.19 per $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation, estimated to bring in $5.95 million in total revenues. 

The gap will be closed by using $650,000 in reserves. In 
approving the 6c increase in the tax rate, council rejected 
the city manager’s 11c increase, though most of the chang¬ 
es are bookkeeping matters and little is substantive. 


County Board Will Hear 
Petition for Liquor License 


For the first time in several 
years, approval of the budget at 
the special session of council just 
prior to the charter-imposed 
deadline of June 10 was not ac¬ 
complished quickly and was not 
unanimous. Straw votes at the 
final work session are usually 
adopted by a unified council at the 
special meeting with the line 
item battles left behind. But this 
year one member of council, 
Mayor Pro Tern Thomas X. White, 
was so dissatisfied with his in¬ 
ability to persuade the other 
members of council to accept his 
proposals that he offered amend¬ 
ments throughout the evening. 
Most failed for lack of a second. 
White voted in opposition to those 
individual budget accounts for 
which he had offered amendments 
and, later, against the budget as 
a whole. A few items brought 
long and heated debate. (See sep¬ 
arate story.) 

General Fund 

The straw votes of this year’s 
final work session of May 29, with 
one exception, became the de¬ 
cisions of the council on June 9, 
The exception, a passenger van 
($11,000) for the Recreation De¬ 
partment, was put back into the 
budget at the expense of three 
new diving boards for the mu¬ 
nicipal swimming pool. This 
change left the proposed new 
position of recreation supervisor 
for special populations as the 
only program cut in the mana¬ 
ger’s original budget proposal. 

This year’s budget has several 
offerings for classified employees: 
a new pay plan with some upward 
adjustments, a four - percent 
across-the-board pay hike, and 
$10,000 for an employee bonus 
or incentive plan. Council ap¬ 
proved a seven percent increase 
in the city manager’s salary.

Council approved the personnel 
changes in the proposed budget 
for the administrative offices: 
assistant city manager (in¬ 
creased grade, new job title); 
assistant to the director of ad¬ 
ministrative services for person¬ 
nel (new position); public infor¬ 
mation and cable TV coordinator

(full-time instead of part-time, 
with increased duties); and fi¬ 
nance department administrative 
aide (new job title). 

A few changes under the 50th 
anniversary committee reflect 
some new information: the city 
expects a slight increase in in¬ 
come (sale of post cards and 
calendars) and a slight increase 
in expenditures (pictorial history 
of Greenbelt, post cards and cal¬ 
endars). No new money was add¬ 
ed for this year for the 50th 
anniversary. On the revenue side, 
the group hopes to find private 
funding for the Roosevelt statue 
($18,000) to offset that expense. 
Similarly the $55,000 that will be 
spent if the city decides to pur¬ 
chase an available Greenbelt 
Homes unit for the museum will 
now be charged to the next five 
budgets in the expectation that 
a portion of that cost will be 
picked up by private sources. 

Motions by White to delete the 
position of administrative aide 
in the finance department and 
$5,000 from the city solicitor ac¬ 
count failed for lack of a second. 
White’s motion to set aside $10,- 
000 for the 50th anniversary ex¬ 
penses failed on a 4 to 1 vote. 

CARES—$155,200 

No changes were made in the 
social services account of the 
manager’s proposed budget. No 
new positions were added this 
year. A goal for next year is to 
establish a job skills program. 

Police—$1,971,600 

Council approved the three new 
positions and nine new police ve¬ 
hicles as proposed in the mana¬ 
ger's budget. One exception, the 
$15,900 expenditure for radios 
and other equipment for the new 
vehicles, will be charged to fiscal 
year ’86 instead of ’87, 

Five of the new vehicles will 
allow for implementing the five- 
person selective enforcement unit 
(SEU). Two new positions pro¬ 
vide for a canine unit, which will 
train this year and be ready to 
implement next year. The other 
four new vehicles replace worn- 
out squad cars. The third posi¬ 
tion will be added to the adminis¬ 
trative staff, freeing a sworn 
officer for the criminal investiga¬ 
tions unit 

The new positions will bring 
the number of sworn officers to 
42 and the support staff to 11. 

White offered an amendment to 
cut the police budget by one of 
three avenues: cut two police 
vehicles or one officer or spread 
the cost of the five vehicles for 
the SEU over four or five years. 
There was no second. His request

Budget Debate Lengthy

In an unusually long and acri¬ 
monious session, the Greenbelt 
city council finally adopted the 
city’s budget for the coming fiscal 
year at 11:30 p.m. on June 9 at 
a special meeting. While a num¬ 
ber of amendments were offered 
on various budget accounts, only 
a few reached the floor for dis¬ 
cussion. Most failed for lack of 
a second. Those which reached 
the floor failed, 4 to 1. with coun¬ 
cil member Thomas White casting 
the dissenting votes. 

The debate over the addition 
of a special population's super¬ 
visor for the recreation depart¬ 
ment took the longest time; the 
discussion over whether to fund 
radios for citizen’s crime watch 
groups led to the most heated 
exchanges. Only the motion to 
continue to set aside the 5c con¬ 
struction reserve (but not to 
dedicate it exclusively to North 
End School renovation) passed 
3 to 2. 

Council in its final budget work 
session had indicated it would not 
support two recreation depart¬ 
ment requests: the supervisor of 
special populations, position and a 
passenger van. Department head 
Hank Irving rewrote his budget 
requests, taking into considera¬ 
tion the dollar cut he was facing, 
reordered the priorities and ask¬ 
ed, through the city manager, for 
councils reconsideration* In a 
four-page summary he offered to 
cut the position from a full year 
to six or nine months; to post¬ 
pone the three new diving boards 
for the pool and the floor cov¬ 
ering for the gym; and suggested 
that income from the self-sup¬ 
porting activities realistically 
should be set higher and could 
cover the cost of the van. 

“I strenuously oppose the de¬ 
letion of the supervisor,” stated 
White, calling it the “only pro¬ 
gram casualty in this year’s 
budget” He “enthusiastically* 
supported the program, he added. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
asked Irving to detail his infor¬ 
mation on the need for the pro¬ 
gram. 

Irving listed the following: 
public school records identify 300 
students in the Greenbelt area 
who are enrolled in special edu¬ 
cation classes; the community 
college already provides some 
classes for senior citizens; cen¬ 
sus data shows 10 to 14 percent 
of the population in the county 
is elderly; and there are 250 
members of Greenbelt’s Golden 
Age Club plus other special 
groups including the county’s as¬ 
sociation for the retarded. All of 
these need therapeutic recrea¬ 
tion programs, said Irving. 

He told council his staff is at- 
temptng to deal with the growing 
needs of these groups to the 
point where the staff members 
are “strained professionally” and

The Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Board of License Commis¬ 
sioners has agreed to hear 
an application to transfer 
an existing liquor license to 
the Copa, a proposed restau¬ 
rant, music and video estab¬ 
lishment in Beltway Plaza. 
The hearing on the transfer 
is set for July 24. 

On April 2 the board refused 
to award a new BLX liquor li¬ 
cense to the Copa. Following that 
decision, the Greenbelt Video 
Corporation, developers of the 
Copa, applied on April 27 for a 
transfer of an existing license. 
But on May 14 this request for 
transfer of the license was denied 
by the board. 

In denying the license, the 
board cited a provision in Mary¬ 
land law that reapplication for 
a license cannot be made for six 
months after a previous denial. 
In a letter dated May 16 to Regis 
Johnston, attorney for the Green¬ 
belt Video Corporaton, Patricia 
A. Hincken, Administrator of the 
board, pointed to the six-month 
restriction and stated that anoth¬ 
er application would not be con¬ 
sidered until October of this year. 

The next development came in 
the form of a June 2 letter from 
Johnston to Robert S. Miller, 
chairman of the Board of Li¬ 
cense Commissioners, requesting 
that the May 14 decision be re¬ 
considered. In response, Hincken 
informed Johnston that the com¬ 
missioners had indeed consid¬ 
ered their decision of May 14 and 
that a hearing on the transfer of 
the license would be held on July 
24. No reason for the reconsid¬ 
eration was given in Hincken’s 
letter. In answer to a query by 
the News Review, however, John¬ 
ston said that he had based his 
request for reconsideration on 
the position that a hearing must 
be held on any application filed 
so that all issues can be ad¬ 
dressed, One of the issues to be 
addressed, he said, is whether the 
six-month rule applies in, this 
case. 

The application which was de¬ 
nied on April 2 was for a Class 
B BLX license. According to pro¬ 
visions of the law cited by the 
board in denying the application, 
a BLX license can be awarded 
only to luxury restaurants in 
which $500,000 has been invested 


in kitchen and dining amenities. 
The board found from testimony 
presented at a hearing on March 
27 that plans for the Copa would 
not meet this requirement, since 
a large portion of the investment 
would be used for entertainment 
equipment rather than dining 
facilities. The City of Greenbelt 
as well as several citizens groups 
opposed the license at that hear¬ 
ing. 

The current application is for 
the transfer of a Class B BWL 
(•beer, wine and liquor) license 
from the Lamp Post Inn in For- 
estville to the Copa. Miller told 
the News Review that the num¬ 
ber of BWL licenses which the 
board can award is limited by 
the General Assembly of the 
Maryland legislature. Much com¬ 
petition exists, therefore, for the 
licenses. Transfer of BWL li¬ 
censes, however, may be made at 
the discretion of the board. 

The requirements for a BWL 
license are less restrictive than 
for a BLX license. The applicable 
regulation defines a restaurant 
as “any establishment located in 
a permanent building with ample 
space and accommodations com¬ 
monly known as a restaurant 
where hot meals are habitually 
prepared, sold and served to the 
public. . . ” 

There are also a number of oth¬ 
er requirements. In reply to a 
query from the News Review, 
Johnston said that, as far as he 
knows, plans for the Copa remain 
substantially the same as they 
were when a BLX license was 
being sought. 

At a work session of the Green¬ 
belt city council in February, 
representatives of the Greenbelt 
Video Corporation said that the 
Copa would occupy the site where 
the present Showcase Beltway 
theaters are located. Architect 
Leb Brown explained that the 
divider between the two theaters 
will be removed and the space 
currently occupied by one theater 
will be used for the dance floor— 
approximately 20 by 40 feet, with 
a bar on each side wall. The end 
wall will have a 20 by 40-foot 
screen. 

The other theater will be used 
for a large bar, with the pro¬ 
jection area and space below it 
used as the restaurant. According 
to the information presented at 
the work session, the restaurant 
will contain 154 of the 237 seats 
planned for the Copa.

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Dr, Howard J. Brinkley, 50, 
of Lastner Lane f died of a heart 
attack at his home on June 9. 
He was a professor of zoology 
at the University of Maryland 
where he was associate chairman 
of tie zoology department. 

Dr. Brinkley was an interna¬ 
tionally recognized expert in 
endocrine physiology who spe¬ 
cialized in reproductive biology. 
He was assistant zoology profes¬ 
sor at Maryland from 1963 until 
1966 and an associate professor 
from 1966 until 1973 when he 
became a full professor. 

He served 15 years on the 
campus senate, including two 
terms as chairman and he was 
one of the principal architects 
of the provost system of aca¬ 
demic organization which was 
put into effect there in the early 
1970's. At the time of his death 
he was chairman of a campus 
senate committee to review a new 
system of academic organization 
set to go into effect July 1. 

A native of Bridgeport, West 
Virginia, he received his bach¬ 
elor's degree from the University 
of West Virginia. He received 
his master's degree and a doc¬ 
torate in animal sciences from 
the University of Illinois. 

Dr. Brinkley was a former 
member of the board of directors 
of the Society for Reproduction 
and served on the editorial board 
of the journal “Biology of Re¬ 
production.” One of many ar¬ 
ticles he wrote. "Endocrine Sig 
naling and Female Reproduction” 
which wag published in the jour 
iial in 1980 is considered to be 
a standard reference in the field. 

He is survived bv his wife 
Norma Lee Mace Brinkley of the 
home, sons, Brett Laurel; Colter, 
Baltimore; and Bryce, Upper 
Marlboro, sister Rose Ellen 
Douglas, Bridgeport and one 
granddaughter.

Greenbelt Peace Committee 
And the Moral Issues 

(Editor's Note: Greenbelt resident Arthur M. Eckstein, 
in a letter published in the News Review on May 15, cited 
a 1980 book which lists Greenbelt’s proposed Soviet Un¬ 
ion “sister city,” Rezekne, as being the location of a slave- 
labor camp and a KGB prison. In a subsequent article by 
Eckstein printed in the City Paper on June 6, and then, 
adapted by him and printed as an article in the “Out¬ 
look” section of The Washington Post on June 15, he ex¬ 
panded his point into a discussion of the moral dilemma 
now facing the Greenbelt Peace Committee. The Prince 


George's Journal, on June 17, 
article by a staff writer.) 

To the Editor: 

The many distortions in the 
Greenbelt “sister city” articles 
appearing recently in The Wash¬ 
ington Post* the City Paper, and 
The Prince George’s Journal im¬ 
pel Greenbelt Peace Committee 
to clarify some of the facts about 
our sister city project. We are 
concerned that these articles lead 
the reader to the erroneous con¬ 
clusion that Rezekne is a labor 
camp. In fact, Rezekne is a city 
with a population of 30,000 di¬ 
verse human beings. Avraham 
Shifrin, in his “The First Guide 
Book to Prisons and Concentra¬ 
tion Camps of the Soviet Union/* 
accuses the Soviet prison system 
of maintaining prisons which 
confine 1700 prisoners at or near 
the city. The USSR files at Am¬ 
nesty International disclosed no 
evidence of prisoners held in 
Rezekne as “prisoners of con¬ 
science” (which is no guarantee 
that none exist). The Greenbelt 
Peace Committee is continuing to 
search for facts on Rezekne. We 
hope that a future response from 
Rezekne will provide information 
that will give a broader perspec¬ 
tive on life in Rezekne. 

The goal of the Greenbelt- 
Rezekne Exchange Project was 
and remains the establishment of 
a people-to-people exchange. We 
believe that a history of almost 
70 years of mutual anti-Soviet 
ar^d anti-American propaganda 
has made no progress towards 
resolving the very real differences 
that separate our countries. . . . 

It is from this point of view 
that the Greenbelt Peace Com¬ 
mittee joined with 1000 other 
U.S. cities through the Ground 
Zero Pairing Project in an effort 
to better understand the Soviet 
people, and to help them under¬ 
stand us. We knew and appre¬ 
ciated the fact that Ground Zero 
had paired cities in a fairly ran¬ 
dom manner, making no effort 
to present an artificially rosy 
picture of Soviet life. In no way 
did our participation in this pro¬ 
ject imply a validation of the 
policies of the Soviet government. 
As much as we might like to see 
some changes in the Soviet sys¬ 
tem, we do not sec it as our 
right or responsibility to pass 
judgment on the Soviet people 
nor to force changes in the sys¬ 
tem under which they live. We 
do claim the right and responsi¬ 
bility to get to know them, to 
try to understand what their 
point of view is. and to share 
with them who we are and what 
we value. 

While we were not naive about 
the difficulties we expected to 
encounter from Soviet bureau¬ 
cracies,we were unprepared for 
the challenges to be presented 
by those at home .. . . Arthur 
M. Eckstein’s suggestion in his 
recent City Paper article that 
Greenbelt ought to be embar¬ 
rassed about its association with 
our prospective sister city be¬ 
cause the city of Rezekne is listed 
as the site of a Soviet prison 
facility presents brand new chal¬ 
lenges. . , . 

Ought Greenbelt to renounce 
any association with the people 
of Rezekne as Mr. Eckstein sug- 


pieked up the story in an

City Woman Reports Rape; 
Police Arrest Non-resident 

A young woman residing on 
Research Road was reportedly 
the victim of a forcible rape in 
her home during the early morn¬ 
ing hours of June 15.

City Council Approves Budget

for mobile radios for neighbor¬ 
hood crime watch groups was 
postponed to a regular council 
meeting for a policy decision. 

Public Works—$1,234,900 

The public works department 
will add a new administrative as¬ 
sistant to the public works direc¬ 
tor and four new positions in the 
parks crew, including a horticul- 
turalist next year, as council ap¬ 
proved the manager’s budget pro¬ 
posals for the department. (Two 
of those positions were authorized 
but not filled during FY ’86.) 
There will be no increase in the 
fees for refuse collection for the 
coming year. 

Recreation and Parks—$1,068,300 

The new position of supervisor 
of special populations as re¬ 
jected by council in favor of hir¬ 
ing a consultant to study the 
city’s special populations' recre¬ 
ational needs and whether they 
might be met by the city’s rec¬ 
reation department. The vote was 
4 to 1, with White voting no. 

Some physical improvements 
will be made, with air condition¬ 
ing for the Youth Center and 
resurfacing of the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center parking 
lot being the largest projects. 
Other improvements will be up¬ 
grading kitchens, insulating and 
paneling the control room and 
renovating the director’s office at 
the Youth Center; and repaint¬ 
ing and new equipment for the 
SHL Rec Center. The three one- 
meter diving boards ($7/500) for 
the swimming pool were given 
up in favor of a passenger van 
($11,000). Self-supporting activi¬ 
ties will again bring in more 
revenues than expenditures. The 
estimate of $6,300 of income over 
expenditures is expected to be 
closer to last year’s figure of 
$18,400 or enough to complete 
purchase of the van. 

Under the parks department 
portion of the budget are 
two outdoor basketball courts 
($4,000), improvements, to the 
Northway ball fields, erosion 
control projects at the lake park, 
a small dump truck ($18,000) and 
new playground equipment ($10,- 
000 ), 

Under contributions to recrea¬ 
tion organizations, the council 
approved $3,700 for the Greenbelt 
Arts Center and granted the re¬ 
quests of the others, as follows: 

Boys, Girls Club, $7,450; 
Aquatic Boosters, $1,300; Swim 
Coaches, $2,100; Concert Band, 
$1,000; Director, $2,500; Little 
League, $4,950; Running Club, 
$200; Tennis Association, $400; 
Golden Age Club, $1,500; Babe 
Ruth League, $1,300; Total, $21,- 
800. 

White opposed the grant to the 


Arts Center, because he said, they 
had not followed the proper pro¬ 
cedures in applying. Council 
member Antoinette Bram sought 
assurance that the funds would 
be used for equipment that would 
revert to the city in the event 
the Arts Center should discon¬ 
tinue operations, a proviso of pre- 
vious year’s grants to the Arts 
Center. 

Miscellaneous Accounts 

Employee retirement benefits 
are again a substantial item— 
$473,000. Borne $39,500 was 
lopped off the original figure. This 
year’s Accrued Liability retire¬ 
ment payment will be charged 
directly to reserves; the rest 
comes from reduced social se¬ 
curity payments because of per¬ 
sonnel changes. Insurance and 
employee benefits account for an¬ 
other $462,400. 

The special reserve of 5c on 
the tax rate designated for the 
past several years for renovation 
of the North End Center was re¬ 
directed into a general construc¬ 
tion account. While the funds 
could still be used for the North 
End Center, the ycould also now 
be used for other city construc¬ 
tion projects. 

The intracity bus service’s 
budget of $37,900 was approved. 
However, council member Joseph 
Isaacs reminded staff of council’s 
request for an assessment of the 
system and alternative methods 
to provide the same service more 
cheaply. 

Debt service is expected to cost 
the city $138,100. 

Reserves 

Among the several reserve 
items, the reserve for contingen¬ 
cies of $10,000 was deleted from 
the budget. 

Most of the reserve for salary 
adjustments ($159,000) was dis¬ 
tributed to the various personnel 
accounts. 

The reserve for capital im¬ 
provements—an amount equal to 
7c on the tax rate, or $313,200— 
includes a long list of projects. 
(See box.) 

Other Funds 

The Capital Improvement Fund 
(the 1969 $950,000 bond issue) 
shows a balance from last year 
($48,789), a grant of state open 
space funds ($93,655) and inter¬ 
est of $3,545. Expenditures pro¬ 
jected for FY ’87 are $106,000 to 
purchase an additional 3.8 acres 
of land for the Schrom Hills 
Park in East Greenbelt. 

The $6 million capital improve¬ 
ments bond issue approved by 
the voters last year shows ex¬ 
penses for FY ’87 for the sale of 
some of the bonds or bond an¬ 
ticipation notes ($9,000); plan¬ 
ning and design: police station

need an additional staff person 
who is a specialist. 

“I thought you had done a 
survey,” said council member Ed 
Putens. “I’m not saying it's not 
needed.” He wanted to know all 
the elements of the program—for 
example, what liability the city 
might face providing programs 
for the handicapped and retard¬ 
ed, 

Irving was distressed that 
council would not take his word 
as department head. "There is 
a demonstrated existing need,” 
he said. 

"The recreation budget is not 
hurting at all,” pointed out 


($75,000), public works addition 
($25,000), Youth Center addition 
($7:000), indoor swimming pool 
($85,000), outdoor pool ($15,- 
000); park land acquisition 
($600,000), and park improve¬ 
ments: Northway fields ($10,- 
000) and Schrom Hills Park ($7,-

Replacement Fund 
Items to be purchased this 
year are, police department: 
portable radios ($32,000); public 
works: dump truck with snow 
plow ($44,000), pavement break¬ 
er ($10,800); parks: riding mow¬ 
er ($9,200); and intra-city bus 
service, 25-passenger bus ($60, 
000). The city manager added 
$15,400 to be reappropriated from 
FY86 for a police radio repeater 
system. 

Revenues 

Just over $3 million was added 
to the city’s tax base by state 
officials, leading to an $18,000 in¬ 
crease in property tax revenues. 


Council Member Antoinette Bram, 
exasperated that council was be¬ 
ing made out to be stingy to one 
city department. She listed the 
many items the Recreation De¬ 
partment got: "air conditioning 
. , . horticulturalist . . . more 
people to fix ball fields.” There 
are 8000 households in Greenbelt, 
said Bram, and “we’re dipping 
into thdr back pockets.”. 

Four members of council were 
not confident that Irving had 
proven the need for the added 
position or understood the term 
therapeutic recreation. They 
found his written revisions did 
not contain convincing facts. 

“Recreation should serve the 
total population,” argued White. 
“There is no mystery about ther¬ 
apeutic recreation.” 

“I respect Irving’s expertise,” 
countered Bram, “but not in 
therapeutic recreation.” She 
urged council not to duplicate 
what the county and others are 
doing, Greenbelt, she argued 
should do “something special, not 
what everyone else does.” 

Isaacs favored getting a con¬ 
sultant to look objectively at 
whether the position is justified. 
He was not ready to commit the 
city’s resources for the position. 
He had no problem with adding 
the cost of a van back into the 
budget. Putens agreed. 

White challenged the “fallac¬ 
ious reasoning” of two members 
of council who had spoken of 
day care for senior citizens and 
elderly housing. 

“Day care is a recreation pro¬ 
gram,” retorted Bram, “Let there 
be no doubt.” She objected to a 
member of council impugning the 
word of other members. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said he 
was satisfied with “only putting 
our toe in the water.” Many 
years, he added, department 
heads don’t get all they ask for. 
Council must make the political 
decisions. “Hank Irving is very 
valuable,” continued Weidenfeld, 
“he is looked at with a great 
deal of appreciation.” Weiden¬ 
feld would support the consult¬ 
ant and the van. 

“We’re seeing daily people 
coming in, participating in our 
programs,” Irving begged coun¬ 
cil one last time for the new 
position. “We want to expand 
these programs. You can’t go 


wrong with this decision.” But 
on a 4 to 1 vote he got the van 
instead of the position. 

Radios 

A seemingly small point led 
to the sharpest exchange. 
Should purchase of several radios 
for crime watch groups be added 
to the budget? White recalled 
some discussion on the matter 
earlier at a work session and was 
wondering what had happened to 
the request. He then proposed 
spending $500 for radios. Isaacs 
called for a policy decision first 
before a budget decision. As he 
remembered the discussion, only 
one group had requested help, 
whereas the others had all pur¬ 
chased their own equipment. 

“This is not the place for a 
policy decision,” said Weidenfeld. 
City Manager James K. Giese 
offered a solution. “Five hundred 
dollars can be found,” he said, 
suggesting that no decision was 
required that evening. 

Could the old police radios that 
are being replaced be used by the 
citizens, White asked. No, re¬ 
sponded the chief of police. Po¬ 
lice broadcast on special frequen¬ 
cies that require licensing and 
are not available to the general 
public. 

The discussion then degenerat¬ 
ed into a shouting match as White 
sought to place the request on 
the next agenda and Weidenfeld 
refused to allow him to do so 
during the budget adoption meet¬ 
ing. 

North End 

White was joined by Isaacs in 
his effort to maintain the yearly 
budgeting of an amount equal to 
5 cents on the tax rate for the 
renovation of the North End 
School. Council, less sure now 
than several years ago how to 
proceed with North End School, 
determined the funds should go 
into an unspecified construction 
fund. Isaacs was concerned about 
maintaining the commitment of 
prior councils. Weidenfeld called 
the change “appropriate” under 
the current conditions. Councils 
are not bound by previous de¬ 
cisions, he said. 

“How soft is the reserve for 
the North End School?” won¬ 
dered Isaacs. “Could we open it 
all up? How vulnerable is that 
reserve?” He joined White on 
the losing side of a 3 to 2 vote.

Council, Architects, Planners Discuss 
Charette, Plans for Roosevelt Center

Speaking on behalf of a 
group of architects, land¬ 
scape designers, and plan¬ 
ners who have continued to 
share with Greenbelt their 
interest in the restoration of 
the Roosevelt Center, Sibley 
Jennings emphasized to 
members of the city council 
at a work session on Thurs¬ 
day, May 22, the group’s 
strong recommendations 
that only a holistic approach 
to the renovation process 
would bring about worth¬ 
while results. Jennings is 
the architect who first sug¬ 
gested the idea of holding 
a charette as a first step in 
revitalizing the Center. The 
weekend-long charette pro¬ 
ject took place about a year 
ago. 

“A holistic approach,” Jen¬ 
nings said at the May 22 meeting, 
“would restore the integrity and 
vitality of the intent of the orig¬ 
inal design, as well as result in 
the most effective use of financial 
resources, if done in a timely 
manner.” He termed such an ap¬ 
proach a “Master Plan.” 

“The original master plan of 
Greenbelt worked,” he stressed. 
It now needs to be extended to 
meet present and future needs 
of the community, Jennings par¬ 
ticularly emphasized the simi¬ 
larity of the design plans pro¬ 
duced by four different working 
groups at the charette. All agreed 
that the original concept of the 
core area of Greenbelt should be 
preserved, “encompassing com¬ 
mercial, recreational, governmen¬ 
tal, and residential cohesiveness.” 
All also agreed that the orig¬ 
inal buildings should be restored. 
Plans of the four groups differed 
in only minor details, he said. 

To begin the process of creat¬ 
ing a master plan, Jennings urged 
the city council as soon as pos¬ 
sible to engage qualified profes¬ 
sional designers. A piecemeal ap¬ 
proach could only fail, he stressed 
several times throughout the 
meeting. 

Participating with Jennings in 
the preparation of written recom¬ 
mendations to council — still only 
in draft form — were Susan R. 
Frey, Mark LaPierre, Ronald 
Grant, Anthony Consoli, and 
William Love. (Frey, editor of 
Landscape Design and Garden 
Design magazines, was an advisor 
during the charette process. La¬ 
Pierre, a Washington landscape 
architect, was one of the judges. 
Grant, a city planner and archi¬ 
tect; Consoli, an architect, and 
Love, a landscape architect, were 
all charette participants as mem¬ 
bers on the four teams.) All six 
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have been donating their time and 
talents to aid the city— having, 
as the report puts it, “become 
invested in, and emotionally at¬ 
tached to, this unique commun¬ 
ity.” 

Jennings and his group (only 
Love being present at the May 
22 meeting) were not the only 
ones expressing an emotional 
commitment to Greenbelt. On 
hand also was Richard Striner, 
President of the Art Deco Society 
of America, who has been bird- 
dogging all changes and projected 
changes in the initial design of 
the town which he sees as a 
unique cultural entity, “Green¬ 
belt is not ‘normal/ ” he said to 
Jennings 1 projection of current 
and future trends in commercial 
development on the national level 
which conceivably would affect 
Greenbelt as well. 

The biggest surprise to those 
present, however, was the turn¬ 
around represented by George 
Christacos, owner of the commer¬ 
cial buildings in the Roosevelt 
Center. “I bought.the Center only 
as an investment,” Christacos 
said, “but now I am really inter¬ 
ested in it.” More than once he 
seconded Jennings’ emphasis on 
the importance of a unified 
plan, not a piecemeal approach. 

Specific Recommendations 

Everyone at the meeting seem¬ 
ed agreed that the first order 
of business in the Center would 
be refinishing the facades of the 
buildings, which have deteriorated 
greatly over the years. These 
should be restored and maintained 
in their original style. If addi¬ 
tional construction is deemed 
necessary, this should be minimal, 
Jennings stressed — sympathetic 
in style to the originals, yet 
clearly different. Jennings rec¬ 
ommended that any such con¬ 
struction be placed at the second- 
story level, above the Mellon 
Bank and credit union on the 
west and the variety store and 
beauty parlor on the east, but 
in any case set back a good dis¬ 
tance from the edges of the cur¬ 
rent first-floor buildings. 

When Striner urged “very 
careful scrutiny of infill,” Love 
concurred. “You shouldn’t be 
afraid to make minor additions,” 
he said. “But first restore what 
you’ve got. You may never want 
to add another brick.” 

The second major recommenda¬ 
tion concerned a clear differen¬ 
tiation between pedestrian and 
vehicular access to the Center. 
Jennings recommended that a 
broad band for pedestrians be 
established from the Centerway 
underpass through the mall, down 
the slope behind the statue and 
across the parking lot. No ve¬ 
hicles would be allowed to park 
in this marked area, for which 


the surface material should be 
distinctively different. Although 
vehicles would be permitted to 
traverse the roadways crossed 
by these pedestrian access bands, 
the difference in texture would 
clearly signal who had the right- 
of-way. (Jennings referred to 
the use of such a distinctive sur¬ 
face on the street between the 
two wings of the National Gal¬ 
lery as a possible model.) 

Other Ideas 

City manager James K. Giese 
reminded those present that all 
the green towns had been de¬ 
signed to grow. Space had been 
allocated in the original commer¬ 
cial center for future growth, 
which has indeed taken place. 
(Both the Co-op store and the 
medical professional building 
have been added in intervening 
years.) 

Giese objected to the concept 
of pedestrian movement as going 
straight back from the mall, how¬ 
ever. “That’s not where people 
go,” he said. “They go to the 
sides—to Parkway or to the 
pool.” He noted how the mall 
itself has become the community 
focal point. People gather on the 
benches, now that these face 
front to front. 

Jennings pointed out that the 
greatest potential for growth and 
change exists in the east parking 
lot and the pick-up side of the 
Co-op store. Christacos concurred, 
but suggested also the possibil¬ 
ity of building a parking struc¬ 
ture on the rear of the Co-op. 
(The need to find places for auto¬ 
mobiles has caused the major 
changes in the land surrounding 
the Center since it was first de¬ 
signed, and without adequate 
parking the Center can never be 
economically viable. No one likes 
the appearance of the blank wall 
of the Co-op since the trees that 
screened it were removed to cre¬ 
ate the present parking lot. Hence 
a well-designed parking garage 
on several levels might solve both 
the aesthetic and the practical 
problem on the northern section 
of the Center.) 

Public Input 

A small disagreement at the 
meeting occurred when Mayor Gi! 
Weidenfeld suggested setting up 
a public hearing as the next step 
in moving toward rehabilitation 
of the Center. Mayor Pro Tern 
Tom White disputed co-unciTs 
readiness for a public meeting. 
He felt that a council work ses¬ 
sion should precede such a gen¬ 
eral hearing. “The public needs 
to see a concept and to react to 
it” he said, “Things are too free¬ 
wheeling here. If the charette 
has not been conceptualized, the 
city should prepare a concept 
presentable at a public hearing,” 

Council member Toni Bram dis-

a ~reed. “We’ve come up to an- 
e evel (in the planning pro- 
) she said. “These must he 
1 decisions. We must go wuh 
guidelines (presented by 
Jennings and his group) and nov 
get public guidance.” 

Council member Ed Putens 
agreed. “The document is a hihle 
of problems and guidelines in 
the planning process.” 

Giese felt that as soon as pro¬ 
fessional designers have been 
engaged, “we should move fairly 
fast.” One problem had to be 
settled prior to the design, he not¬ 
ed—the location of the indoor 
swimming pool that had been au¬ 
thorized in the public referendum. 
If the pool is to be located in 
the Center area, then it must be 
tied into any other changes in 
the design. 

White argued that the city 
staff must prepare “a program 
to work to” for the designer, but 
he felt that the drafting of “the 
scope of the work” required a 
public hearing. 

Striner summed up what he felt 
would occur in the public hearing 
process: a clear description of 
areas of agreement, definition of 
different points of view (where 
public input would be sought), 
and finally policy decisions, which 
would be made by council itself. 

Love agreed that the actual 
design decision should not be lef^ 
to the public. “If you do, you 
make a mistake.” 

Don Volk noted the large 
amount of public input at the 
beginning of the charette pro¬ 
cess. But White distinguished 
between the charette and council 
deliberations. “We need to ad¬ 
dress what is the scope of the 
project,” he said. Weidenfeld 
agreed that the “whole picture” 
must be looked at. 

Putens commented on council’s 
responsibility to preserve the 
Center itself. Turning to Chris¬ 
tacos, he said, “We are proud to 
be able to make policy on your 
buildings.” 

Weidenfeld agreed concerning 
the uniqueness of this opportun¬ 
ity —public and private working 
together in a partnership. Bram 
seconded the importance of keep¬ 
ing the process open. “No one 
should be left out,” she said. 

Summarizing the results of the 
work session, Jennings stressed 
once again the importance of 
“the large-scale picture.” “Less
